SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled video recording, also known as lx VHS Videotape (Internal Affairs 
Exhibit) is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording comprises a number of unrelated components. The first part 
contains a video camera recording consisting mostly of boys changing outside a 
school swimming pool. The remainder of the video recording consists of footage 
apparently recorded from the television. 

The video recording breaches the right to privacy of the individuals depicted, who 
appear to be aged in their early teens and some of whom are naked. The video 
footage was obtained without the permission of the individuals concerned, and 
appears to have been taken with the use of a hidden camera. 

It has been determined that s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) 
applies to this publication. However, by virtue of the extent and degree to which the 
publication breaches the right to privacy of the people filmed, the presentation of child 
nudity, and what appears to be the intended purpose of the publication, namely sexual 
arousal, this publication is determined to be objectionable. The Classification Office 
considers this a reasonable limit on freedom of expression as outlined in s5 of the 
NZBR Act. 
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
